Although  rianj'-  bibliographies  have  been  compiled  on  Southeast 
Asia  most  exclude  or  have  feir  entries  pertaining  to  the 
available  geographical  literature.     This  is  the  first  attempt  to 
present  a  compre tensive  bibliograpliEy  of  the  geographical  literature 
published  in  English.     The  entries  vrere  vrritten  by  geographers 
or  were  published  in  geographical  periodicals .     This  bibliography- 
consists  of  over  1300  entries  including  the  list  of  88  bibliog- 
raphies published  mostly  by  nongeographers .     Entries  include 
articles,   reports,  pamphlets,  books  and  other  materials  and,   in 
addition,  unpublished  masters '  theses  and  doctoral  dissertations 
in  geography  completed  in  colleges  and  vmiversities  of  the 
United  States .       A  systematic  check  was  made  of  numerous 
periodicals  for  suitable  entries  at  several  of  the  leading 
libraries  in  the  United  States  and  through  inter-libraiy  loans. 
Phch  entry  was  checked  bj'-  the  author  for  its  suitability  for 
inclusion  in  this  bibliograpliy. 

Southeast  Asia,   for  the  purposes  of  this  bibliograpliy,   includes 
Burma,  Thailand,   Indochina  (Cambodia,  Laos,  North  Vietnam  and 
South  Vietnam),  iialaysia   (l-'est  Malaysia  -  Malaya  and  East 
Malaysia  -  Sarawak  and  Sabah)  and  Brunei,   Singapore,   Indonesia 
(excluding  Irian),  the  island  of  New  Guinea   (West  Irian  and 
Papua  -  New  GuJjiea),  and  the  Philippines.     Each  entry,   listed 
on]y  once,   is  placed  under  one  of  the  above  geographic  headings 
and  under  one  of  twelve  subject  headings .     Multiple  entries  for 
one  author  are  listed  in  alphabetical  order.     The  bibliographies 
are  listed  at  the  outset.     Hopefully,  this  bibliography  xjill 
serve  as  a  useful  compilation  for  researchers,   librarians  and 
others  xrho  have  an  interest  in  Southeast  Asia.

Bibliographies  are  an  essential  part  of  research  and  those 
listed  here  should  be  helgful  in  doing,  uork  of  a  geographic 
nature  on  Southeast  Asia.       Host  of  the  bibliographies  tiere 
published  after  1966,     For  other  bibliographies  published  before 
this  date^   see  entry  30.     Bibliographies,   other  than  those  in 
general  textbooks,  and  lists  of  source  materials  published  by- 
geographers  include  those  by  Peter  L.A.  Gosling   (entiy  12), 
R.  D.  Hill  (entrjr  l6) ,   Robert  Hvike   (entries  QU  and  85),  Janes  C. 
Jackson   (entiy  21),  and  Karl  Pelzer   (entries  32,   69,   70  and  86). 

A  researcher  should  also  consult  the  annual  bibliographies 
published  in  the  Bulletin  of  Far  Eastern  Biblio,-j'aplT/j   1936-1955? 
by  the  Coiranittees  on  Far  Eastern  Studies   of  the  iinierican  Council 
of  Learned  Societies,  Washington,  D.C.     These  bibliographies 
were  continued  in  the  Journal  of  As ian  Studies ,  preceded  by  the 
Far  Eastern  Quarterly,   in  September  1956  and  published  by  the 
Association  of  Asian  Studies,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan.     Each 
September  issue  was  devoted  to  a  bibliography  on  Asia.     In 
1970  the  bibliograpliT-  became  separate  from  the  Journal  of 
Asian  Studies  and  was  published  as  Bibliography  of  Asian  Studies. 
Each  of  these  annual  issues  has  a  section  on  Southeast  Asia, 
but  only  in  recent  years,  c.  1965,  has  geography  been  included 
among  the  subheadings,     i'iary  worlcs  by  geographers  and  articles 
in  geographic  periodicals  are  not  included  in  these  bibliog- 
raphies.    The  recent  issues  list  some  foreign  theses  and 
dissertations  uh ich  may  be  important  in  research  of  a  geographical 
nature.     Most  of  the  bibliographies  have  been  put  together  into 
the  Curiiulative  Bibliograpb/  of  Asian  Studies,   19^1-1965  and  the 
CuiTiulative  Bibliography  of  .-■sian  Studies,   196"6-1970»^ 

E^ch  issue  of  the  Journal  of  Developing  Areas  has  a  bibliography 
uith  a  subheading  for  Southeast  Asia.     The  monthly   (except  July 
and  August)  Current  Geographical  Publication,  published  since 
1938  by  the  American  Geographical  Society,   has  a  limited 
bibliographic  section  on  Southeast  Asia. 

For  information  on  serials  one  should  consult  the  Checklist  of 
Southeast  Asian  Serials^  and  Chauncy  D.  Harris  and  Jerome  D. 
Fellman  's   International  List  of  Geographical  Serials.'^ 
Information  on  the  various  United  States   organizations  which 
study  and  do  research  on  Southeast  Asia  is  provied  in  entry  6.

Ilary  of  the  general  works  are  geography  textbooks  on  A.sia  or 
especia.lljr  on  Southeast  Asia.     E.H.G.  Dobby   (entry  98), 
Charles  A.  Fisher   (entry  102),  and  Donald  W.  Fryer   (entry  106) 
have  T'jritten  the  most  detailed  textbooks  on  Southeast  Asia. 
The  book  by  Fisher,   Southeast  Asia,  A  Social,   ixonomic,   and 
Political  Geography,   is   especially  useful  as  a  research  document 
because  of  its  many  informative  footnotes  and  extensive  bibliog- 
raphy.    The  recently  published  reader.  Focus  on  Southeast  Asia, 
edited  by  Alice  Taylor   (entry  120),   is  an  anthology  of  contrib- 
utions ^r  a  number  of  geographers.     Edward  Van  Rcy,  an 
economist,  has  written  an  interesting  critique  of  geography 
textbooks,   especially  of  Fryer's  Bnerging  Southeast  Asia;     A 
Study  in  Gra-jth  and  Stagnation." 

Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  entries  listed  under  this  major  sub- 
heading Tjere  written  ty  American  geographers.     Geographers, 
unlike  antliropologists,  have  not  done  a  definitive  study  on  the 
extent  of  fieldwork  and  the  needs  for  inquiry  into  certain 
geographic  aspects   of  Southeast  Asia.' 

The  best  atlas  of  Southeast  Asia  is  entitled  Atlas  of  South-East 
Asia,    (Llew  York;     St.  Martin's  Press,   196l!.),  HIjpT     It  contains 
excellent  thematic  maps  of  each  country  and  large  scale  maps  of 
urban  places .     Another  readily  obtainable  atlas  is  entitled 
Southeast  A.sia  jji  liaps    (entry  89).     Topographic  mapping  haSg 
been  completed  on  a  considerable  portion  of  Southeast  Asia.
